Sliuflliuie Oaudidate Fore and Art. 


The New York Herald says editori- 
ally, after reprinting Garfield's letter 
to Morey : 


On Wednesday evening Mr. A. S. 
Hewitt, a gentleman of character, a 
personal friend of General Garfield, 
with whom he had served in Congress, 
said in a speech in this city concern- 
ing this letter : 


"Some people may incline to pro- 
nounce it a forgery. I have seen it. 
I am familiar v\ ith General Garfield's 
signature. I have compared it with 
his letters in my possession, and I 
have no doubt it ia genuine. If it b > 
a forgery, it is the work of a consum- 
mate artist ; but if I thought, sfter 
examination, there was the slightest 
doubt of its authenticity, I should not 
refer to it." 


Mr. Hewitt is a Democr it ; he is a 
strong partisan ; but he is a gentle- 
man, and while of courss his opinion 
is not final on a question of hand- 
writing, what he said has a csrtiin 
weight. 


On receiving a report of Mr. Hew- 
itt's speech, the Herald on Wednes- 
day evening 
telegraphed 
General 
Garfield at Mentor, stating what Mr. 
Hewitt had so positively asserted, 
adding that if he (General Garfield) 
would probably think it advisable to 
deny over his own name the author- 
ship of the letter, to telegraph it to 
him at once, and opening the Herald's 
columns to him for a denial, l b this 
dispatch we have up to this present 
writing received no reply. There has 
appeared in the Associated Press di«- 
patches a very brief report, unauthen. 
f.cated in any way, that General Gar- 
field had declared the letter a "stupid 
forgery." From Republican sources 
in Boston came yesterday the further 
Bssertiion that no such man as "H. L. 
Morey" has lived in Lynn since 1873, 
to which the Democrats reply that he 
lived outsiie of Lynn, which may be; 
and that th y are low ready to prove 
his existence if General Garfield de- 
niee writing the letter. 


We hATd waited some days to see if 
QcMial Garfield would make sadh a 


denial of the authorship of this l ^ t V 
as we are convinced he ought to miake 
if he did not write it. 


It is a.miatake in General Garfield 
to hesitate about a frank ani explicit 
denial in his own name if he did not 
write the letter. Some of the senti- 
ments in it are atrocious and indefen- 
sible. If he entertained them last 
January, or at any time, he is not fit 
to be President, or Senator, or to hold 
any office whatever. If he did not 
entertain them and did not write the 
letter, he ought to say so, not at sec- 
ond or third hand, but over his own 
name. 


This letter considers the importa 
tion, not the migration, of Chinese; 
it regards not the people of the 
United States, but only of a small 
part, the employers of labor; it does 
not consider the rights of working- 
men, be they Americans or Chinese, 
but encourages the greed of those 
who seek to make money out of their 
labor. 


This is simply a defense ot the 
Ooolie syatem, or of a new slave sys- 
tem. The "great manufacturing in- 
terests" are, according to this stattj- 
ment, to have the special privilege of 
"conserving" themselves by import- 
ing Chinese, and to introduce here a 
new form of servile labor, under the 
guise of immigration. We repeat that 
General Garfield, accused bv suc'i 
men as Mr. A. S. Hewitt, and later. 
Speaker Randall, ofihaving written 
this, wrongs himself if he does not 
hasten to deny the charge in the most 
positive and explicit manner, and 
over hia own name. He has delayed 
too long already. 


The Republican organs are evident- 
ly dismayed at his silence. 
After 
waiting for some days, several of them 
have reprinted a passage*from his let- 
ter of acceptance, in which he speaks 
fairly enough on the Chinese labor 
question. 


Unfortunately for their candidate 
this ia in hia case not conclusive, for 
he has been in several other cases so 
glaringly guilty ot the vice of tergiv- 
ersation, that what he made public af- 
ter he was nominated has no necessary 
relation to hia real thoughts and be- 
liefs. Before he was nominated he de- 
nounced in congress those who sought 
to keep alive sectional and anti-south- 
ern agitation ; but af terr he was nom- 
inated he turned about and unblush- 
ingly hoisted the "bloody shirt." Be. 
fore he was nominated, he asserted 
positively and circumstantially that 
reform in the civil service was an ur- 
gent necessity and that to effect it all 
interference of members of congress in 
the appointmeHts must 
absolutely 
cease ; but in his letter of acceptance, 
to the amazement of the public, he 
turned equarely about and declared 
that the executive must seek the ad- 
vice and recommendation of congress- 
men. 


These and othsr instances, so famil- 
iar to the public and to his own sup- 
porters that we need not cite them, 
make any perfunctory or second-hand 
denials in his case of no force ; it is use- 
less for his organs to tell us what he 
said aftet he was nominated. 
What 
the public has a right to know is 
whether he ever wrote such a letter 
as that of which he is accused, and on 
that it needs his personal assurance. 
If he did write such a letter he is,'not 
fit to be President; he ought to resign 
from the Senate; bis support by any 
party would be fatal to it. The Amer- 
ican people do not want a mau in the 
Presidency who has even in a private 
letter countenanced a new form of 
servile labor.

John Elgin was fined, with 
costs, $11.00, and August Wegleb was 
bounced for $12.00 in default of 
which he was sent to jail.

SEPIEMBER CASUALTIES. 


The InJian.ipo'is Jouroai hss th:s 
accident recor 1 for the montli of Sep- 
tember, It says: 


The accident record of iiejttembe? 
denotes that the railways of 
the 
United States struck a badstieakof 
luck, or else there waa unusual reck- 
lessness on the part of the employe?. 
During the month there wa»; a total 
of 124 accidents, w h e r e b y 15 persons 
were killed and 54 injured. Eleven 
accidents caused the death of one or 
more persona; 22 caused injury, but 
not death, while in no less than 92. or 
73.6 per cent, of the whole number, 
there appears to have been no i n j u ^ 
to persons serious enough for record. 
As compared with September, 1&79, 
there was an increase of 46 accidents; 
of 7 in the number killed, and of 7 
also in that injured. Eleven collisions 
were caused by trains breaking in two; 
7 by mistakes in giving and receiving 
orders; 3 by misplaced switches; no 
less than 3 by runaway engines; one 
each by cars run out of a siding and 
by a flying switch. A general clasd- 
fication shows 82 accidents cansed by 
defect or failure of road equipment; 
one directly by the elements; 5 by 
unforseen or accidental obstructions; 
49 may be set down to carelessness or 
defects in management ; 4 were ma- 
liciously caused, and 33 are unex 
plained. As to time, 72 happened in 
daylight and 40 in darkness, while in 
12 cases the time of day is not defi- 
nitely fixed. Seven occurred in In- 
diana, and 3 on Indianapolis lines.
